of Civil War Genera! Benjamin Kelly; the Cecil Kight farm (location of the first church in the Glades) 
and the site of the Conneway House and Thomas Lincoln's grave on Backbone Mountain. Lunch 
was served at Cathedral Park Restaurant near Aurora, W.Va., and the excursion ended with a tour 
of the Mettiki Coal Company's operation at Table Rock. The tour was planned by Jerome Moyer 
vice president of the Society. Future tours are being planned for other areas of the county

Checking The Moisture In Corn 

Do you believe the moisture checking machine? Right 
now there are all kinds and makes of equipment to quickly 
check the percentage of moisture in corn. I would bet that 
you could take a dozen different moisture “checkers” and 
come up with a dozen different percentages on the same ear 
of corn. I have an expensive “checker” and I know it is not 
exactly correct. The sure way of finding the moisture content 
is to take all the moisture out of the kernel. This can be done 
with a microwave or heating in the oven. It is extremely 
important that you have an accurate set of scales, preferably 
a set that weighs in grams. | am finding that it takes 
approximately 15 to 20 minutes to dry down 60 grams of 
shelled corn in a microwave. It would take much longer in an 
oven. When you think the corn is dry, weigh it. Now put it 
back in the microwave or oven. In a microwave, heat for two 
minutes. Weigh, if no change in weight, all the moisture is 
gone. To calculate the percentage moisture, divide the dry 
weight by wet weight which equals the percentage of dry 
matter. Subtract percent of DM from 100 percent which 
equals percentage of moisture. If you want me to check the

Tuition Surcharge 


Following a recent 
decision by the Garrett 
Community College Board of 
Trustees, a $5 per credit 
hour surcharge on tuition 
will be assessed, beginning 
with Intersession in January 
of 1993 

According to Dr. Stephen 
Herman, GCC president, the 
surcharge will be a tempo- 
rary assess- 
ment to cope with anticipat- 
ed budget reductions 

The surcharge will 
continue to be in effect for 
the Spring semester and 
until further notice. The 
surcharge will bring GCC’s 
tuition rate to $46 per credit 
hour. GCC’s current tuition 
rates are the lowest in the 
state among locally governed 
community colleges 

At a recent board 
meeting, Dr. Herman stated 
that the governor's initial 
budget plan is “off-track.” 

"The current state plans 
are bewildering and unclear,” 
he added. “Reports from the 
state are changing on a daily 
basis, leaving us unsure of 
which and

future

The procla 
mation was the collaboration 
between the Garrett County 
Health Department and 
Frostburg State University 
(FSU). The goals for Novem 
ber are to heighten aware- 
ness about the disease, pro- 
vide AIDS education presen- 
tations, encourage compas- 
sion for those who are HIV 
(Human Immunodeficiency 
Virus) positive, and remem- 
ber those who have died 
with AIDS 

A portion of the NAMES 
Project AIDS Memorial Quilt 
will be brought to FSU. The 
opening ceremony will be 
held November 17 at noon 
in the Lane Center. The 
schedule for the quilt display 
is as follows: November 17, 
noon to 10 p.m.; November 
18, 8 a.m. to 10 p.m.; and 
November 19, 8 am. to 7 
p.m. The closing ceremony 
will be at 7 p.m. on Novem- 
ber 19. 


The Memorial Quilt is a 
project created by family 
members and/or friends of 
those men, women, and 
cmidren who have died of 
AIDS complications. Local 
families, friends, and organi- 
zations have made panels 
that will be on display dur- 
ing the above scheduled 
times.

Focuses On Tech Prep Program 


A marketing seminar 
Tech Prep 
Program currently being 
studied by Garrett Commu- 
nity College and the Garrett 
County Board of Education 
was held Wednesday at GCC 
with over 30 persons in 
attendance. The seminar was 
presented by Dr. Richard J 
Pappas, president of Harford 
Community College 

While most of the people 
in attendance are currently 
serving on the Tech Prep 
marketing committee, others 
attended to hear the market- 
ing strategies tried and 
proved by Dr. Pappas. 

Pappas is an expert in 
marketing, having been 
employed at AC Spark Plug 
and the Buick 
Corporation. He also com- 
pleted undergraduate studies 
in marketing and had taught 
at several colleges 
epting the presi- 
at Harford Communi- 
ty College

He said he believed com- 
munity colleges were more 
responsive to the needs of 
students and the community

Pappas first explained the 
importance of image in mar- 
keting noted that e\ 
the malle detail can 
make a difference in how 
people perceive an idea 

He questioned the group 
on the meaning of Tech 
Prep and suggested renam- 
ing the program. He ex- 
plained that Tech Prep often 
connoted vocational educa- 
many. Actually, the 
thrust of Tech Prep is to 
break the biases to that type 
of thinking. With Tech Prep, 
all students will be offered 
one program with four clus- 
ters within that program to 
address their educational 
needs They are then geared 
to the type of career they are 
for and more 
prepared for college and/or 
The local Tech Prep

He stated that it 
was crucial for those promot-

are,” he "There must be 
a consistent message -- from 
clerical to faculty to counsel- 
ors to administration.” 

Pappas stressed that the

For 
this physician, the body isa 
machine to be fixed with 
mechanic’s tools. The more 
procedures can be stream 
lined and profits maximiz 
ed, the involvement 
required with the messy 
tears and fears of the human 
heart, the more efficient this 
doctor feels 

When the subject 
unplanned pregnancy and 
abortion, it is sometimes 
hard to see through the 
smoke of battle and the 
emotional diatribes of all 
sides.

The experience of 
Illinois shows that a general 
law restricting this practice 
among physicians was 
insufficient to prevent it 
between referral entre 
preneurs and abortion 
clinics, Question 6 even 
attempted to compe! abor 
tion referrals by repealing 
protection for those who 
cannot, in good conscience, 
make these referrals 
A woman in a crisis 
pregnancy is a whole 
person, not merely a womb 
to be emptied. Her needs 
must be understood and her 
safety must be guarded. Yet 
perhaps the vast numbers 
of women seeking abortion 
4,440 every day, have 
hardened people who used 
to have women’s needs at 
heart.

The Sunday School sessior MINING DAYS GONE BY .- After the lumber barons had 
depleted the time on the hiils surrounding Jennings (around 
1915), coal mining became an important source of work for local 
residents. A number of small mines were opened and operated 
chiefly by a small crew of men. Most of the coal was stockplied 
and sold to families who used it in their cook stoves and for 
heating their homes in the winter. Surplus coal was sold to 


buyers and hauled away via the raliroad that ran from Jennings 
through Little Crossings Into Pennsylvania. The picture above is 
from the collection of Mary Strauss, Accident, and is published 
courtesy of the Garrett County Historical Society and The 
Republican.

Local Residents 
Reminded Of Leaf 
Buming Regs 


Area residents who are 
faced with great quantities of 
eaves in their years are r¢ 
minded by the Garrett County 
Health Department that 
Maryland air pollution regu 
ations prohibit the burning 
of leaves where collection ser 
vice is available 

The smoke from burning 
eaves contains a high con 
centration (about one pound 
of air pollutants for every five 
pounds of leaves burned) of 
such pollutants as hydrocar 





bons, particulate matter, and 
carbon monoxide 

A health department 
spokesman stated that pol 
lutants resulting from leaf 
burning can greatly aggra 
vate the condition of persons 
suffering from respiratory 
disorders, and can cause ey¢ 
and nose irritations, fever 
coughing, and cramps in a 
healthy person. Additionally 
the pollutants in the air can 
cause house paint to deter 
rate, retard plant growth 
njure shrubbery, increase 
laundry and cleaning costs 
and generally deter 
juality

within Garrett County are

Accident will accept 
bagged leaves. Residents 
must call the town manager 
at 746-8060 to arrange 
pick-up. Deer Park will col 
lect bagged leaves beginning 
the first Monday in Novem 
ber andevery Monday there 
after through November 
Friendsville will be collect 
ing leaves with a vacuum 
machine. Leaves need to be 
raked to the curb side 
Grantsville will accept bagged 
leaves with the regular solid 
waste collection. Loch Lynn 
will collect curb side leaves 
on Saturdays through No 
vember 14. Mtn. Lake Park 
will be picking up leaves the 
first two weeks of November 
Leaves must be raked to the

curb side or bagged. Oakland 
will collect leaves raked t 
the curb side or bagged until 
November 15. Residents in 
other municipalities or those 
individuals served by private 
collection services in 
unincorporated areas of the 
county should check with 
their contractors to deter 
mine if and when they will 
accept leaves for collection 

The spokesman said resi 
dents in areas where there 
are too many leaves to be 
collected or where no collec 
tion is available should in 
vestigate using leaves for 
mulching, erosion control, 
and compost piles. These pro 
cesses return needed nutri 
ents to the soil, while effi 
ciently eliminating the 
leaves. The Cooperative Ex 
tension Service (334-1990), 
as well asthe Environmental 
Health Services (334-8980), 
has information on leaf 
composting 

Should collection be un 
available and other means of 
leaf disposal be ineffective 
leaves originating on the pre 
mises may be burned by 
householders between the 
hours of 4 p.m. and midnight 
(E.S.T.). The fire may not be 
closer than 200 feet of the 
nearest neighboring res 
dence and not create a nu 
sance. Although it is not née 
essary toobtain a permit from 
DNRor the Garrett County 
Health Department, the fol 
lowing DNR regulations 
must be followed: The fire 
must be 200 feet from wooded 
areas. A 10-foot-wide fir 
break must surround the fire 
and a responsible 
should remain on the scen¢ 
until the fire is completely 
extinguished.

2. notification would not be in the best interest of

Abortion referral services are permitted, but per 
sons who are not licensed health care providers 
are not required to participate in abortion refer 


As under current law, abortions may be per 
formed only by licensed physicians, but new law

A physician, before performing an abortion, is 
not required to give a woman informaton con 
cerning adoption and financial assistance if the 
pregnancy is carried to term 

A physician will not be liable for civil damages or 
criminal penalties for a good faith, medically

Extention Speaks Up About GAO 
Reports On Milk And Milk Safety 


Editor’s Note: The fol 
lowing is a review of two 
Federal Government 
General Accounting Of 
fice (GAO) reports on 
milk and milk safety by 
The University of Mary- 
land Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service which ap- 
peared in the October 
issue of The Veterinary 
Newsletter, printed by 
the university.

Of these tests only 2,540 
(0.12 percent) in 1990 and 
1,797 (0.08 percent) in 1991 
were found to be positive 
As noted previously the 
loads with violative residues 
rejected and did not 
enter the food supply 
These results were prior 
to the actual implementa 
tion of new screening re 
quirements in the Pasteur 
ized Milk Ordinance (PMO) 
which were put in piace on 
January 1, 1992. They found 
from the survey that in 
1991, 99% of all respondents 
were testing all tankers for 
beta-lactams (penicillin), 
45% were screening for sul- 
fonamides, 42% for 
sulfamethazine and 36% for 
tetracyclines. It is expected 
that these percentages will 
be much higher in 1992 
It should be noted that 
all tankers are now screened 
for beta-lactams since it is 
the most commonly used 
medication and the one with 
the greatest risk of adverse 
reaction on consumers. FDA 
can also require screening 
for any class of animal drugs 
if they have reason to be 
lieve that a human health 
risk exists. These figures 
demonstrate to some extent 
the breadth of the industry 
monitoring program and its 
effectiveness in providing 
the public with a safe and 
wholesome food supply

The order 
was imposed to prevent the 
spread of an undiagnosed 
infectious and contagious 
equine disease to Mary- 
land's horse population from 
specific New England 
states 
The source and cause of 

the illness which affected 
71 of 1400 horses at 
Rockingham Park Race- 
track in New Hampshire, 
135 of 500 horses at Suffolk 
Downs, and 19 of 500 horses 
at Foxboro Raceway in Mas- 
sachusetts, has not been 
identified despite extensive 
testing at several laborato- 
ries. The last reported cases 
of the illness occurred at 
Rockingham Park Race- 
track on August 10. Nocases

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Blister Beetles And Cantharidin 
Toxicity Show Up In Central Md. 





ster beetles have been 
rey ed at unusually high 
lensities in alfalfa and soy 
beans, particularly in cen 


tral Maryland, according to 
Galen Dively, Integrated 
Pest Management Exten 
sion specialist. These soft 
bodied, slender beetles are 
about 5/8 to 1 inch long and 
may be solid gray, solid 
black, black with a gray 
border stripe, or brown with 
yellow stripes. There are a 
number of species found in 
Maryland but only the gray 
blister beetle, marginated 
blister beetle, and striped 
blister beetle are commonly 
found in alfalfa and soy- 
beans 

The current threat of 
blister beetles is not from 
adult feeding, which rarely 
results in economic loss to 
alfalfa or soybean plants

Blister beetles 
produce an oily, caustic sub 
stance, called cantharidin 
which is present in theu 
body fluids and serves t 
protect them from natural 
enemies. This chemical is 
toxic and can severely in 
jure livestock, particularly 
horses, that ingest the 
beetles of hay contaminated 
with the body fluids of 
crushed beetles. 
Cantharidin causes irri- 
tation to the stomach lin- 
ing, smal] intestine, blad- 
der, and urinary tract and 
reduces the calcium level in 
the blood. Horses that have 
ingested this chemical] may 
show signs of colic, includ 
ing excessive salivation 
sweating, cramps, and uri 
nary straining. Higher 
doses will cause fever, de 
pression, shock, and death 
Dively reports that 
many variables that influ- 
ence this problem make it 
difficult to establish guide 
lines for preventing poison 
ing in horses. First, horses 
differ in their sensitivity to 
cantharidin, and beetle spe- 
cies also differ in how much 
toxin they contain (as much 
as 50-fold differences in the 
amount of cantharidin 
among species). Some re 
search studies indicate that 
ingesting as few as 5 to 10 
beetles can cause death in 
horses, while others say that 
30 or more beetles are 
needed for severe injury 
Some species of blister 
beetles tend to aggregate in 
groups when feeding and 
thus contamination prob 
lems may result from a few 
bales containing many 
beetles 
Cases of cantharidin poi- 
soning are rare; however, 
because of the uncertainty 
surrounding this problem 
and potential losses that 
could result, growers and 
horse owners (especially 
those in this area who in 
tend to buy eastern hay) 
should take the 
steps to avoid poisoning

Student report cards will be coming home for all students 
except pre-K and kindergarten students this week, inmany 
cases in conjunction with parent conferences which schools 
are scheduling on either today and/or Friday, November 13 
Since this isthe first report being sent home this school year 
we are strongly encouraging parents/guardians to review 
the reports closely and, if possible, schedule a conference 
with the student's teacher(s) on November 12 or 13 

The report card is one of the primary vehicles by which 
we in the school system communicate with the parents. As 
aresult, parents have to take the time to seriously review 
the information on the report card. In particular, parents 
should take the time to sit down quietly with their young 
sters and focus on both the student’s strengths and weak 
nesses 

If there is an area of special concern, parents can assist 
by setting a goal for the next grading term, reviewing papers 
in the area of concern throughout the subsequent grading 
period, providing a quiet area and time for study, and, 
perhaps most importantly monitoring the student's time in 
front of the television 

We set two days aside in each school year for the express 
purpose of meeting with parents to confer about student 
performances. The first day, as I have already said, will take 
place on either today or tomorrow, depending upon the 
school. The second parent conference day will take place at 
the end of the second marking period and is scheduled for 
February 5, 1993 

These are important opportunities for parents and teach- 
ers to discuss not only the meaning of the report cards, but 
additional waysthatthe home and school can work together 
to help children become more successful. I'd want to add, 
however, that we invite parents to confer with us at any 
time, should it be felt necessary

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F. .GARDENING TIPS 
by Dawn Tritch 

Autumn has now arrived, and many of us are busy 
preparing our gardens for the long winter's rest. There are 
always many more things that need to be done than we 
actually accomplish, which can be overwhelming for a 
novice gardener. During a busy autumn, one often neglects 
books and magazines, saving them to read when the eve 
nings are cold and one can’t be working outside. However, 
in doing this, one may miss many helpful hints that could 
make some tasks easier. The following includes some con 
servation ideas, excerpted from the popular gardening 
magazines, Organic Gardening and Fine Gardening 

Start a compost pile of the last weeds, grass clippings, 
shrubbery trimmings, and even leftover plants with veg 
etables on them, plus kitchen scraps and coffee grounds 
Cover the pile with some soil, to keep is free of smells and 
plastic to help it to decompose faster into rich soil ready for 
next spring’s planting season 

Leave carrots and turnips in the ground, covering them 
with a foot of straw mulch, to dig up later when you are ready 
for fresh vegetables. They should keep all winter 

If you are a lover of garlic, you can plant some right 
away! 

Now is the time to plant some spring flowering bulbs 
such as daffodils or tulips to chase away the winter blues 
next spring. One way to protect your new bulbs is to wrap 
them in chicken wire which allows the roots to grow freely 
but keeps rodents away. You also may protect tulips by 
planting them among daffodils which are poisonous to most 
rodents. 

When cleaning up twigs and small branches left from 
pruning, put the smallest ones in the bottom of a paper 
grocery bag, then add a few larger sticks until the bag is 
about half full. Roll down the top and stack in the kindling 
box. Use that bag to start acheery fire and avoid dropping 
a trail of kindling across the floor! 

When collecting potatoes, wait until the vines die back, 
then rake the soil with a plastic rake. This will not damage 
the potato skins and the tubers can be picked up by hand 
Rake away the next layer of soil, andrepeat. Youcan do this 
three or four times before having to dig out the remaining 
potatoes. 

Here is atip for those who have poison ivy toremove. Pull 
along narrow plastic bag well up your arm before pulling out 
the weed. Then with your other hand, carefully pull the 
plastic bag back down and over the weed. Throw the weed 
and bag into the trash. Thismethod may also be used with 
weeds that scatter seeds badly 

Finally, as you put away your tools for the |ast time, take 
afew extra minutes toclean them proper|y. or the tough 
job of removing sap from you pruning tools, use aspray-type 
oven cleaner on the tools. Be sure to wear gloves and avoid 
breathing the fumes. Let the cleaner soak in for a few 
minutes before using an old toothbrush to clean away the 

dissolved sap. Rinse and dry. To keep rust off your tools 
spray with alight coat of WD-40, which is available at your 
hardware store 

Sometimes it’s fun to try new techniques, even if they 
never become part of your standard gardening practices. If 
they work for you, you may want to share them with a 
friend. So as you relax with your garden literature this 
winter, perhaps you will find other tips that aid in conser 


vation, and bring more fun to your spring jobs.

Agency Calls For Dietary Changes 
To Protect Against High Blood Pressure 


A new report released 
last month by the National 
Heart, Lung, and Blood In- 
stitute (NHLBI) reaffirms 
the importance of diet in 
the prevention and treat- 
ment of high blood pressure 
and points to promising new 
areas of nutrition research 
that can make a difference 
for patients suffering from 
hypertension. 

The agency's Report on 
Detection, Evaluation and 
Treatment of High Blood 
Pressure underscores 
lifestyle changes well- 
known to be essential to the 
management of high blood 
pressure: weight loss for 
overweight individuals, re- 
duced sodium intake, mod- 
erated alcohol consumption, 
regular exercise and smok 
ing cessation 

The agency also points 
to mounting evidence that 
suggests that some addi- 
tional dietary changes may 
have a positive impact on 
hypertension. It recom- 
mends for the first time that 
individuals make sure to get 
adequate calcium, magne 
sium and potassium in their 
diets, the recommended 
daily allowance (RDA) 

“The key message isthat 
if you are not eating the 
right foods to meet your 
RDA of these important 
minerals, now is the time to 
start,” said David Mc- 
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Carron, M.D., whose Insti- 
tute for Nutrition and Car- 
diovascular Research at 
Oregon Health Sciences 
University in Portland isthe 
leading medical] center ex- 
ploring the link between 
calcium and hypertension. 

McCarron, who is direc- 
tor of the National Insti- 
tutes of Health Clinical

sVUUPILIOn esearch Ut, is 


encouraged by the NHLBI 
report which acknowledges 
the importance of diet in 
hypertension management 
and discusses the possible 
role of calcium, magnesium 
and potassium. 

The NHLBI report 
touches on a subject that 
has intrigued leading nu- 
trition researchers for 
years, McCarron said. He 
added that “several inter- 
nationally recognized ex- 
perts in the field have inde- 
pendently stated that this 
is the most consistent, ben- 
eficial relationship between 
nutrients and blood pres 
sure ever identified.” 

Given this potential link, 
NHLBI recommends that 
people at risk of hyperten 
sion consume the RDA of 
these essential nutrients 
They are found individually 
in many foods; dairy prod- 
ucts are the only food source 
that provides all three of 
these minerals in meaning- 
ful quantities 

McCarron says that evi- 
dence accumulated in more 
than 300 studies conducted 
since the early 1980s have 
found that individuals at 
risk for or already diagnosed 
with high blood pressure 
were consuming less than 
the RDA of 800 milligrams 
of calcium per day -- or, for 
example, the equivalent of 
three eight-ounce glasses of 
milk 

The report noted that 
since 1982, more than 30 
epidemiological reports 
from the United States and 
nine other countries have 
identified a correlation be- 
tween increased dietary cal- 
cium intake and lower blood 
pressure in humans. Fur- 
ther clinical support for 
these observations suggests 
that maintaining an ad- 
equate calcium intake fa- 
vorably affects blood pres- 
sure levels in some individu- 
als 


More than 20 clinical 
studies also noted in the 
report have identified bio- 
chemical evidence that

some individuals with hig 


lood pressure are calcium 
deficient. Addition 
es indicate that h gh-r 
patients with the greatest 
potential to benefit from 
increased calcium consump 
tion include salt-sensitive 
patients, women at risk of 
developing gestational hy 
pertension and diabetics, 
among others with hyper 
tension 

Currently, three-quar 
ters of all adults do not con- 
sume enough calcium, notes 
Dr. Greg Miller of the Na- 
tional Dairy Council, a nu- 
trition education resource 
on diets for optimum health. 
“There are a variety of ways 
to incorporate good-tasting 
dairy foods into a healthy 
diet and to achieve effective 
weight control,” he says. 
And now there is more rea 
son than ever tochoose dairy 
foods, anaturally rich source 
of calcium and other key 
nutrients.” 

One in four adults, or 
more than 50 million people 
in this country currently 
have high blood pressure, 
which is a key factor in 
three-quarters of all heart 
attacks and strokes. Uncon- 
trolled high blood pressure 
can damage the heart and 
kidneys, increasing a 
person’s chances of devel- 
oping a stroke, heart dis- 
ease and several types of 
kidney disease. Almost half 
of all people with high blood 
pressure are unaware of 
their condition

State’s Jobless 
Rate Higher; 
County’s Lower 


Maryland’s unemploy 
ment rate increased slightly 
in September, rising from 6.6 
percent in August to 6.7 per 
cent. The small increase in 
the rate reflects a traditional 
seasonal pattern for Mary 
land’s labor market in Sep- 
tember 

Employment in Maryland 
dropped in September by 
48,977 to 2,451,073 due pri 
marily to seasonal layoffs 
The number of unemployed 
people did not increase, how- 
ever, as many people left the 
labor force. The level of un- 
employment declined propor- 
tionately less than the labor 
force, causing the unemploy- 
ment rate to go up 

Meanwhile, Garrett 
County’s jobless rate dropped 
from 9.6 percent in August to 
9.3percent in September. The 
number of persons employed 
was actually lower in Sep- 
tember (14,247 to 14,811), but 
the labor force dropped from 
16,375 in August to 15,714 in 
September 

Maryland's jobless rate 
haschanged very little over 
the past six months, fluctu- 

ating within a narrow band 
of 6.5 percent to6.9 percent 

During the summer months, 
employment rose to unprec- 
edented levels, andeven with 
recent seasonal declines, is 
more than 25,000 above the 
May level 

The state’s unemploy- 
ment rate remained below the 
national rate of 7.2 percent 
for September 

“Although we are experi 
encing a slight increase in 
unemployment, other signs 
show that Maryland’s 
economy is improving in cer 
tain areas,” said Mark L 
Wasserman, secretary of eco- 
nomic and employment de 
velopment. “Housing permits 
have increased significantly, 
while continued unemploy 
ment claims showed modest 
improvement.” 

A separate survey of busi- 
nesses indicated that during 
September, seasonal cut- 
backs in amusements, res 
taurants and various outdoor 
related activities were more 
than offset by recalls in edu 
cation and related fields 

Other data on the Mary 


land economy showed an un 
usual improvement in hous 
ing permits and a slower 
trend on the retail side. Nor 
mally a slower period, Sep 
tember 1992 saw a turn 
around in the housing sec 
tor, as permits increased by 
39.3 percent from August's 
totals. However, consumer 
spending remained sluggish, 
reflecting low consumer con 
fidence and a generally slow 
economy

tive in trying to effect redemp 
tion. No one is beyond our love, 
no matter how faithless they 
have been. Furthermore, our 
efforts may be neither appreci 
ated nor successful, but that 
should not keep us from giving 
our love. Atthat rate, God could 
never bestow his love on us, for 
ften we are unappreciative and 
inresponding 
REALISTIC? 

But doesn't this uncondi 

nal love fail the reality test? 
Isn't it fruitless to continue to 
ve and help someone who 
doesn't appreciate it and takes 
advantage of us? The answer is 
an unequivocal “no” and “yes 
No, we must not stop loving if 
our love is unappreciated and 
abused, but “yes,” we may need 
to stop saying “yes” when say 
ng “no” is what they really 
need. Love is not weak, but 
strong enough to do what must 
be done for the other's sake 

Although Hosea treats his 
wife with love, he is realistic 
He doesn't deny her prostitu- 
tion and adultery. His love does 
not mean he approves what she 
has done, nor does it save her 
from all the consequences. Sin 
is not cheap; it costs both the 
sinner and the forgiver. And 
this is also the message that 
God brings to Israel through 
Hosea: your sins have brought 





suffering to you and heartache 
to God, but, if you will turn 
Him, He will welcome you back 
Like a loving father or mother 


His arms are open, but it is in 





the power of the child to accept 
or reject that love 

Don't worry if you can only 
will love and not feel it. Real 
love is much more of the will 
than of feelings. So, “get real 
and give love, for italone passes

Potential Hazards — Moldy Corn 

I would estimate that approximately 80 percent of the 
corn still in the field trying to dry down now is developing 
mold. There is a potential hazard due to toxins produced by 
these molds called Mycotoxin. I would recommend that you 
check your corn for mold. Most of the mold is growing at the 
tip of the kernel and on the cob. The mold may not be visible 
unless you shell the corn or break the cob in two. I would also 
suggest that you check the corn you have already harvested 
for mold growth

First of all, if you 
are bagging the corn, use the smallest diameter bag avail 
able. The quicker you feed off, the less mold growth will be 
occurring. Secondly, this may be a good time to use a 
preservative containing Propionic Acid, which helps to 
inhibit mold growth. Third, make sure the corn is tightly 
packed and al! air sealed out

know if a Hospice program exists in their community.” 

Hospice is a special kind of care designed to provide 
support for people in the final phase of a terminal illness and 
their families. Hospice care seeks to enable patients to carry 
on an alert, pain-free life and to manage other symptoms so 
that their last days may be spent with dignity and quality at 
home or in a home-like setting 

In the survey, respondents were asked to assume they 
were terminally ill and had only six months to live. An 
overwhelming proportion - 86% - said they would want to 
receive care (and ultimately die) in their own homes or those 
of family members. According to the survey, 60% of 
respondents reported that they would be "very interested" in 
considering using a comprehensive program of care in which 
physicians, nurses, counselors, and other professionals kept 
them comfortable and alert at home, while emotional and 
other support also was given to family members (A 
description of some aspects of Hospice care). An additional 
28% indicated that they would be "somewhat interested.” 

Yet, at the same time, slightly over one-fifth (or 22%) of 


the people who had high interest in the described services 
did not opt for Hospice when asked to choose "by name." 
That poll showed that confusion or unfamiliarity with the 
term "hospice" caused hesitation of respondents who said 
they were either "somewhat" or "not at all likely” to consider 
using hospice care 

"We need to redouble our already considerable efforts to 
educate people about what hospice is,” said Butscher. "Public 
and professional education is already a priority of our 
hospice. We publish and distribute brochures, newsletter, 
operate a speakers’ bureau, maintain close contact with 
community organizations such as churches, encourage 
referrals from health professionals and hospitals and develop 
close ties with families we serve.” 

Women were more likely than men (by 16%) to express 
very high interest in this type of care, which may be 
reflective of the fact that women carry more responsibility 
for family health care decisions in many American 
households. In the south, where there are more and larger 
hospice programs and a higher percentage of retirees, 
respondents were somewhat more likely to consider hospice 
services. College graduates and higher income respondents 
exhibited higher interest than others 

Despite an apparent informational gap, the hospice

The recent rash of carjackings throughout the state has 
caused an unprecedented amount of concern and vulnerabil 
ity among our citizens. So far this year, more than 300 
carjackings have been reported in the Baltimore-Wash ng 
ton metropolitan area 

Although carjacking is arelacively new crime, it was th 
tragic death of Mrs. Pamela Basu, a 34 year-old Howard 
County woman, that alerted many Marylanders tothe crime 
for the first time 

he crime of carjacking, the tak ng of acar by force or 
threat of force, is a danger to all of us. Carjackers generally 
do not discriminate in terms of types of victims and models 
of cars. Whether you drive aluxury or economy care is really 
not a great concern to carjackers in search of quick trans 
portation 

Many people think of their cars as an extension of their 
home, a private place where they should be safe. To help 
Maryland’s citizens be safe in their cars, we have taken 
strong action over the past months to help protect peopl 
against the threat of a carjacking 

During the first week of October, we launched a publi: 
education campaign to help Marylanders understand how 
the crime is most often committed and how they can avoid 
t. Maybe you saw one of our public service announcements 
advertising ourfree booklet, “Carjacking: Minimizing the 
Risk,” which featured many good safety tips, most of which 
are just good common sense ideas.

Maryland State Fire 
Marshal Rocco J. Gabriele 
has announced a reduction 
in arson offenses for the State 
of Maryland during the first 
nine months of 1992. Accord 
ing to data collected through 
the Uniform Crime Report 
Program, arson offenses de 
creased by approximately 7% 
during the first nine months 
of 1992 as compared to this 
same period in 1991. There 
were 1,929 arsons recorded 
from January through Sep 
tember of this year as com 
pared with 2,065 in 1991 

The most significant re 
duction in arson offenses oc 
curred in the Baltimore-Met 
ropolitan region, which in 
cludes Baltimore City, Anne 
Arundel, Baltimore, Harford 
and Howard counties. Inthis 
region, arson declined by ap 
proximately 13% during the 
first nine months of 1992 as 
compared with this same pe 
I iod in 1991 

The Southern Maryland 
Region, consisting of Calvert, 
Charles and St. Mary’scoun 
ties, also showed a signifi 
cant decline in arson with a 
reduction of 11% during the 
first nine months of 1992 as 
compared with 1991 

The Eastern Shore Re 
gion, consisting of Caroline, 
Cecil, Dorchester, Kent, 
Queen Anne’s, Somerset, 
Talbot, Wicomico and 

Worcester counties, recorded 
a 4% reduction in arson of 
fenses for the first nine 
months of this year 

The Western Maryland 
area and Washington-Met 
ropolitan region were the only 
two jurisdictions in the state 
torecord a slight increase in 
arson offenses.

Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Forestry Programs advocates 
property owners use licensed 
tree experts. In an effort to 
aid consumers in need of pro- 
fessional tree care services, 
DNR Forestry Programs pro- 
vides a listing of those skilled 
and licensed operators regis- 
tered with the state 

A “tree expert” is defined 
as a person who holds him- 
self out as being skilled in the 
science of tree care and in 
any way engages in the busi- 
ness of tree care for compen- 
sation by making diagnoses, 
prescribing and supervising 
the treatment of trees. This 
classification does not apply 
to contractors involved in 
“take-downs,” however DNR 
advises consumers to use a 
licensed tree expert. 

In order to become a li- 
censed tree expert, an opera- 
tor must pass several qualifi- 
cations including: two years 
of study in forestry or related 
field of study, along with one 
year of “in-the-field” experi- 
ence with alicensed contrac- 


“tor or 5 years of experience, 


plus pass an exam and show 
proof of workman’s compen- 
sation and liability insur- 
ance. 

DNR provides, as a pub- 
lic service, a list of all li 
censed tree experts in the 
state for consumers to utilize 
in selecting an operator to 
perform tree care needs.

Showing Success 

Secretary Carolyn W 
Colvin, Maryland Depart 
ment of Human Resources, 
announced this week that 
Maryland’s effort to divert 
children from foster care has 
shown signs fb ing suc 
cessful 

InJanuary 1992, Colvin 
unveiled anew program, de 
signed to provide services to 
families with children at im 
minent or high risk of foster 
care placement. The program, 
entitled “Families Now,” tar 
gets families in crisis who 
are having difficulties which 
place their children at risk of 
placement, or who have had 


children recently placed in 
foster care. Services are pro 
vided by a social worker and 
parent aide teams 

They are short-term, in 
tensive, and designed to meet 
the individual needs of all 
family members, Colvin said 
Services are provided in the 
family’shome and range from 
family therapy to teaching 
parenting skills. Sometimes 
it means teaching the family 
learn to make minor home 
repairs 

Caseload size iscontrolled, 
ranging from a minimum of 
six toamaximumof 15 fami 
lies, and services are avail 
able 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. Emergency 
funds are available to help 
families to preventevictions, 
purchase food or furniture or 
pay for substance abuse treat 
ment. 

Arecently completed sur 
vey of children entering fos 
ter care showed that in those 
14 jurisdictions where 
“Families Now’ became op 
erational there was a 26% 
decrease in the number of 
children entering foster care 
compared to a 13% increase 
in those jurisdictions where 
the program had not yet been 
implemented 

“As the Families Now’ 
program expandsstatewide, 
many more families will be 
helping to successfully par 
enttheirown children rather 
than having them enter the 
foster care system,” said Sec 
retary Colvin

* Christmas lights and 
extension cords should be 
checked for cracks and deté 
riorating conditions before 
they are used 

* If ahome is going to be 
unoccupied for any length of 
time, decorative lights on 
trees and throughout the 
home should be turned off 

* If candles are lit to add 
to the decorations of a home 
they should be extinguished 
if the home is to be unoccu 
pied for any length of time

Group Proposes 
New Model For 
Teacher Education 


New teachers would earn 
an undergraduate degree in 
arts and sciences, then en 
roll in a 15-month profes 
sional development program, 
under a new model for 
teacher education proposed 
last week by a task force of 
the Maryland Higher Educa 
tion Commission 

Upon completion of the 
professional program, a paid 
internship emphasizing peda 
gogy and classroom experi- 
ence, students would receive 
amaster’s degree and certifi 
cation toteach in Maryland 

This new concept for 
teacher education was pro- 
posed by the Teacher Educa- 
tion Task Force created last 
year by the Commission. The 
task force recommended that 
the Commission hold exten 
sive public hearings on its 
recommendations and invite 
the education community to 
help refine the proposal 

“This collaborative pro 
cess should include all inter 
ested and affected sectors of 
education in the state,” said 
Constance Stuart, chair of 
the task force, “so that it 
attracts the best ideas for 
developing this model intoa 
successful and innovative 
teacher preparation program 
for the realities of today’s and 
tomorrow’ sclassrooms.” 

The task force recom 
mended phasing out the un 
dergraduate degree in educa 
tion and instead requiring 
new teachers to earn a 
bachelor’s degree with a spe 
cific major in liberal arts or 
sciences 

Stuart described the lib 
eral arts/sciences degree as 
the “preferred” preparation 
for the Professional Develop- 
ment Year but said thatother 
students would not be pre 
cluded from the program as 
long as they passed the re 
quired exam toenter the Pro- 
fessional Development Pro 
gram 

Stuart said that the pro 


posed changes go hand-in 
hand with efforts to reform 
primary and secondary edu 
ation in Maryland

Update On Corn Conditions 

Mike Beck, Oakland Southern States, has received some 
Mycotoxin reports back on corn samples. Fortunately, none 
of the samples had high levels of aflatoxin to be much of a 
problem since its favor environment is corn that is stressed 
by drought. Although these first analysis reports were 
somewhat negative, feed moldy corn with caution 

Feed any corn with traces of mold first. Moldy corn gets 
moldier the longer it stays in storage. Blend moldy corn into 
good corn to dilute the toxic effects if they exist. You would 
need to have your corn checked for mycotoxin content in 
wder to formulate the blend 

Swine and horses are the most sensitive to mycotoxin 
My advice is not to feed them moldy corn. If you're worried 
about mycotoxin, take a sample to Oakland Southern States 
They will have it checked free of charge 

If I had to guess | would say that the quality of our corn 


silage and shelled corn is down this year. Corn silage will 


probably be lower in protein and higher in acid detergent 
fiber and neutral detergent fiber. This means the energy 
content is lower. | strongly recommend that you have a

There is a difference from 
feeding dry corn. | am in the process of putting together 
detailed information on feeding high-moisture corn that will 
be available to you 

Because high-moisture is harvested before maturity, it 
may contain less energy on a dry matter basis due to the lack 
of starch content. Protein content also may be more variable 
Ensiled high moisture corn will produce more acid compared 
to dry corn. Also greater breakdown of true protein will 
occur. The higher acid content may adversely affect dry 
matter intake, milk production and lower fat test. Feeding 
a buffer such as sodium bicarbonate may be necessary. This 
problem alone justifies nutrient testing 

In feeding milk cows it is important that you adjust the 
dry matter content compared to dry corn. This is necessary 
to provide the proper dry matter intake. This is done by 
dividing the desired corn dry matter intake by the dry 
matter content of the high moisture corn as a decimal. For 
example, if you were to feed 10 pounds of dry corn and the 
dry matter content of the high moisture corn was 65 percent 
Divide 10 by .65 (10 divided by .65 = 15.4 pounds of high 
moisture corn to equal 10 pounds of dry corn.)

Bush Administration Resolves 
Dispute Over Food Labels 


A Cabinet-level dispute 
»ver new food-labeling rules 
was resolved last week by 
the Bush administration 

The president's action 
clears the way for more than 
4,000 pages of Food and 
Drug Administration regu- 
lations to be published, and 
for labels on more than 
257,000 food products to be 
printed. 

The new labels will be- 
come mandatory in May 
1994. They apply to nearly 
all processed foods; a simi- 
lar set of labels will be used 
on meat and meat products, 
which the Agriculture De- 
partment regulates 


The food industry is now 
required to list the quanti- 
ties of 14 nutrients present 
in a serving of food. It also 
sets strict definitions on the 
use of terms such as “light.” 
Claims of health benefits 
from consuming a food are 
limited to eight instances 


The label regulations 
that will go into effect were 
proposed by FDA. Labels will 
list grams of fat, protein and 
other nutrients per serving, 
as well as what a serving 
contains relative to average 


based 
diet 
USDA had proposed a sim 
pler format that recom 
mended daily values for fat, 
cholesterol and calories 
within a range 

The new regulations will 
provide standard definitions 
governing the use of key 
words such as “low fat,” 
“high fiber” and “light.” 

The decision on labels 
went to President Bush be- 
cause of a disagreement be- 
tween FDA and USDA on 
the format 

Farm Bureau supports 
the increased use of nutri- 
tional information on food 
labels, and efforts to create 
uniformity to facilitate com- 
merce, reduce confusion for 
consumers and allow cost- 
effective compliance by pro- 
ducers and processors 

Richard Newpher, ex- 
ecutive director of the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation’s Washington 
office, said the settlement of 
the issue was welcome news. 
“However, we believe the 
label proposed by USDA 
would have been easier for 
consumers to understand,” 
he said

Jon Tollefson of Iowa 
State University explains 
that cutworms start out as 
moths, which fly north each 
spring from the Gulf of 
Mexico Weeds or crop resi- 
dues give the moths the 
shelter they need to lay 
eggs.

“The real criminals are 
the carbamate insecticides,” 
he says. “Organophos- 
phates like Dyfonate are 
only mildly toxic to earth- 
worms. And synthetic pyre- 
throids like Force are harm- 
less.” 

Beg Groenwold, techni- 
cal product manager at ICI 
Americas, says the company 
has evaluated its soil insec- 
ticides with high-residue 
fields in mind 

“We found that one of 
them, Force, doesn’t harm 
earthworms yet is highly 
effective on rootworms, cut- 
worms, wireworms, white- 
grubs and some of the other 
insects that cause trouble 
in no-till. So for no-till, Force 
would be our first recom- 
mendation,” he says 

“The '92 season was dry, 

then very wet,” he adds 
“Force performed extremely 
well under difficult, vari- 
able conditions where other 
insecticides have failed.”

SAVE ENERGY AND $$$ AT HOME THIS 
WINTER 


Winter is here and with it 
heating bills. Last January 
you might have told yourself 
that you would take care of a 
few things around the house 
to conserve heat. Time went 
by too quickly though - here 

tis December again. Lucky 
enough, with it also comes 
another opportunity to apply 
heat conserving measures 

Since heating accounts 
for approximately 48 percent 
f residential energy costs, 
it’s more important than ever 
to increase your home’s en 
ergy efficiency,” says Dr. Lee 
Grant, ahome maintenance 
specialist with the Maryland 
Cooperative Extension Ser 
vice (MCES) 

The heating system is a 
good place to start. Grant 

mmends that you 

* Keep your heating equip 
ment well tuned with peri- 
odic maintenance by a pro 
fessional. Oil furnaces should 
be serviced at least once a 
year. If you have oil heat, ask 
the service professional to see 
if the firing rate is correct 

* Insulate accessible heat 
ing ducts in unheated areas 

* Lower your thermostat 
to about 65 F during the day 
and 60 F at night. Lowering 
the average heating tempera 


rece 


tures of every household in 
the United States seven de 
grees over a 24-hour period 
would save the equivalent of 
more than 570,000 barrels of 
oil a day. (The exception to 
this advice are the elderly or 
nfirm, who may need tokeep 
the heat above 65 F.) 

Close off unoccupied 


(If you have a heat pump 
system, leave it alone; shut 
ting vents could harm the 
pump.) 

* Keep windowsnear your 
thermostat tightly closed 
Otherwise, it will keep your 
furnace working even after 
the rest of the room has 
reached a comfortable tem 
perature 

* Keep draperies and 
shades open in sunny win 
dows; close them on cloudy 
days and at night 

* Dust or vacuum radia- 
tor surfaces frequently. Dust 
and grime impede the flow of 
heat. (Avoid painting radia 
tors; the layers of paint act as 
insulation, preventing proper 
“radiation” of heat. If you 
must paint, use metallic or 
flat black paints; they trans 
mit heat better than glossy 
paints.) 

Once you're heating your 
home efficiently, make sure 
to keep the warm air inside 
and the winter's chill out 
side. The best way to do this, 
according to Grant, is to 
eliminate airleaks involving 
windows and doors 

* Test windows and doors 
for airtightness.

budget cuts must be imple- 
mented, the local jurisdic-

"There were also assur- 
ances from Governor Shaffer 
that he would do everything 
humanly possible not to hit 
the counties again,” said 
Braskey. "He said he would 
look at the over 300 state 
mandates and see which 
ones he could give us some 
relief on.” 

Commissioner Groves 
stated that there has also 
been a move by MACo offi- 


cials to clarify any confusion 
about "local agencies that are 
really state agencies.” He 
explained that the State's 
Attorney's Office, the Elec- 
tion Board, the Sheriff's 
Office, and the Circuit Court 
were prime examples where- 
in "the state has the authori- 
ty and the county has the 
fiscal responsibility 

Groves reported that the 
participants at the MACo 
meeting were also discussing 
implementing "privatization 
measures” at the state level, 
noting that it is already 
being done at the local level, 
especially with licensing and 
plumbing requirements.

A relatively new tick-related illness is de- 
scribed in a recent issue of American Family Physi- 
cian. This condition, called human ehrlichiosis, is 
similar to Rocky Mountain spotted fever and Lyme 
disease. Ehrlichiosis was first discovered in the U.S. 
in 1986. Tetracycline, an antibiotic, is effective in 
eliminating the bacteria that actually causes 
ehrlichiosis. Wearing protective clothing has been 
shown to reduce the incidence of this condition by 
preventing tick bites

A barn and some three 
dozen head of dairy cattle 
were destroyed last Thurs- 
day afternoon by fire, the 
cause of which was electrical 
in nature 

Gorman and Bayard 
volunteer fire departments 
were called at 3:11 p.m. to 
the property of Paul Harvey, 
located along State Rt. 560 
about three miles north of 
Gorman.

STAFF DEVELOPMENT SESSIONS HELD - All Garrett County Board of Education 
instructional employees were trained in the use of the "Dimensions of Learning and Thinking Mode" 
in staff development sessions held Nov. 30 and Dec. 1. The model is a research and theory-based 
framework to assist the classroom teachers plan instruction to address all critical aspects of 
learning. The framework has five dimensions: 1) positive student and teacher attitudes and 
perceptions necessary for effective learning, 2) the acquisition and integration of knowledge, which 
is relating new knowledge with what is already known, organizing information and making it a part 
of long-term memory, 3) the extension and refinement of knowledge-anatyzing which is the analysis 
of what is learned, 4) the meaningful use of knowledge through student tasks that encourage 
further use, and 5) the productive habits of mind, which is a study of behaviors that enable students 
to regulate behavior and think critically and creatively. The training was provided at eight sites, 
including Northern and Southern middie schools; Accident, Dennett Road, Grantsville, and Broad 
Ford elementary schools; and Northern and Southern high schools. All schoo! principals as well 
as directors of elementary, secondary, vocational education and staff development personne! acted 
as trainers at the various locations. The initial “training of trainers” for the implementation of the 
framework was provided by the Maryland State Department of Education with the local board having 
determined how best and when to provide the training. According to a spokesperson, Garrett 
County's system is the first to undertake this project. Pictured above is Dr. Brenda McCartney, 
director of elementary education, as she conducts a training session at Dennett Road.

Firewood Buyers 
Advises On What 
Constitutes “Cord” 


Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Robert L. Walker 
wants all Maryland consum- 
ers to be aware of what to 
look for when buying that 
cord of wood to keep warm 
this winter 

“Maryland law protects 
the firewood purchaser, and 
you should know what toex 
pect from a reliable vendor 
Your Maryland Department 
of Agriculture will help you 
make sure you get what you 
pay for,” said Governor Wil 
liam Donald Schaefer 

A delivery ticket is re 
quired by Maryland law to 
accompany each sale. Tick 
ets must be serially num 
bered and contain the 
vendor's name, address, sig 
nature of the person deter- 
mining the quantity of wood 
delivered, and the license 
number of the delivery ve 
hicle 

“If a delivery man does 
not offer you aticket, ask for 
it. You will need it should 
questions arise about the sale 
once the wood is delivered,’ 
said Walker 

The most widely recog 
nized measurement for fire 
wood is the “cord,” which is 
precisely defined under Mary 
land law as “the amount of 
wood which is contained ina 
space of 128 cubic feet when 
the wood is ranked and well 
stowed,” “ranked and well 
stowed” means when pieces 
of wood are placed in aline or 
row, with individual pieces 
touching and parallel toeach 
other and stacked in a com 
pact manner.” Cubic feet is 
calculated by multiplying the 
width of the stack by its 
height and length 

Buyers are cautioned to 
not be misled by such terms 
as “face cord,” “rack,” “pile 
or “truckload,” since they 
mean nothing, except that it 
is probably less than a cord 
In Maryland, loose wood sold 
for use as fuel can only be 
advertised, offered for sale, 
and sold by measure using 
the term “cord” or fractional
